Although declining to comment on 
the report, French officials said “the 
greatest problem now seems to be 
to get Emperor Haile Selassie to°ac- 
cept Italian terms,” 

Sunday's senatorial elections gave 
Laval what was considered a vote of 
confidence to go ahead with his effort 
to find a peace solution. 

The cabinet tomorrow is expected 
to adopt measures to keep a tight 
check on such political forces as the 
Nationalistic Croix De Feu in order 
to keep France quiet internally. 

A decree which would enable outhor- 
to forbid the private mobiliza- 
troops or even to 
disarm such organizations is ready for 
submission to the cabinet, it was said 
in informed quarters. 

Unauthorized possession of firearms, 
particularly in demonstrations, would 
be severely penalized. Leftists and 
nationalists have long accused the 
other of arming for a civil war. 

Laval is expected to discuss Musso- 
lini’s reported suggestion for settle- 
ment of the Ethiopan war with the 
cabinet,. which voted him full confi- 
dence to handle the international 
question at its last meeting. 

Mussolini's conditions were publish- 
ed here as the disarmament of Ethio- 
pla, an international protectorate over 
Amharie and an Italian pro- 
tectorate over the remainder of Ethi- 
opia, all of which Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie has thus far rejected.

Italo-Ethiopian War Situation 
Recalls Battle of 200 Years Ago 


Frederick the Great’s Invasion of Silesia in 1740, Which 
Caused Europe’s Historical 7-Year-War, 
Parallels Present Dispute. 


LONDON, Oct. 21.—(#)—Faced 
with the solemn warning that “sanc- 
tions mean war,” troubled statesmen 
of Europe are scanning the pages of 
a historical precedent of just under 
200 years ago. 


Then, too, the fateful word “sane- 
tions” hung like Damocles’ sword over 
the Old World in a :‘riking parallel 
to today’s Italo-Ethiopian crisis—and 
finally dropping with a crash that 
plunged the nations into the seven- 
year war. 

That was in 1740. All Europe was 
leagued under a solemn covenant to 
uphold the so-called pragmatic sanc-) 
tion and protect the hereditary rights 
of Maria Theresa of Austria just as 
today the nations are sworn under the 
League of Nations covenant to protect 
the sovereign rights of its member 
nations, in this case Ethiopia. 

In 1740 Frederick the Great, a 
member of the League, openly violated 
the covenant with an invasion of 
Silesia. 

Events swept to their inevitable con- 
clusion much the same as today—with 
Frederick, candidly confessing his goal 
was “a means of acquiring reputation 
and increasing the power of the state,” 
acting the part of Mussolini driven by | 
the need of expansion; with Maria| 
playing a feminine Haile Selassie, and)

Frederick was not to be stopped. 
But before launching hig invasion of 
Silesia—another striking parallel to 
the present situation—he sent an am- 
bassador to Vienna offering to aid 
Maria Theresa against her enemies if 


his cl: ‘s on Silesia were conceded. 
Similarly, Mussolini has

Maria Theresa haughtily declined, 
as Britain declined, and branded Fred- 
erick’s proposal as that of a “mere 


robber”’—whereupon Frederick stormed 
Silesia with an army of 30,

absolute ruler, his so-called ministers 
being puppets, 

But—as Mussolini has yet to prove 
himself—Frederick was a brilliant mil- 
itary strategist, and he complete. his 
conquest of Silesia in short order. 

Vengeance was slow in gathering, 
as today the League of Nations’ pon- 
derous machinery is slow in its move- 
ments to check any Italian appearance 
of hostility.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


It is well known that certain in- 
dividuals are hypersensitive to speci- 
fic substances, such as egg white, 
dog hair, goose feathers, strawberry, 
shellfish, nuts, and if they inhale or 
ingest the slightest quantity of the 
specific substance they are likely to 
suffer an attack of hives, or asthma, 
or eczema, or migraine, 

This peculiar hypersensitivity seems 
to ruf in families, though the mani- 
festations in the child may not be 
the same as those in the parent’s lis- 
tory. For instance the parent may 
have been subject to asthma or mi- 
graine and the child may be subject 


to eczema; nor is the specific cause 
of the ractioh necessarily the same. 
Only the peculiarity or tendency is 
inherited. Doctors have a name for 
it, of course. They call it allergy. 
Just an old medical custom, apply- 
ing an imposing name to anything we 
don’t understand clearly ourselves, 
Keeps patients from asking too many 
embarrassing questions. Ancient tra- 
dition of dignified silence translated 
into twentieth century bla-bla. 


Well, anyway, here’s another medi- 
cal woman stepping up front to report 
three cases of cataract associated with 
allergy. Dr. Ruby K. Daniel,. Fellow 
in Ophthalmology, describes her ob- 
Servation of cataracts in two girls 
each 17 years of age and a man 25 
years of age. One of the girls soucht 
treatment for extensive eczema and 
complained of poor vision. . Her moth- 
er had been subject to hay fever, her 
father had Ween subject to vasomotor 
rhinitis (otherwise known as hyperes- 
thetic rhinitis) and a grandmother 
had been subject to eczema. The girl 
had mild eczema as a baby and at 
four a rather severe slermatitis oe- 
curred when she handled a dyed Faster 
egg, this dermatitis or acute eczema 
affecting the lining of her eyelids and 
covering of the eyeballs. From 6 to 
16 she had had frequent hives. At 
about the age of 15 she noticed dim- 
ness of vision. Now at 17 she has 
cataracts and can just count fingers 
with her right eye and distinguish 
movements of objects with her left. 

In the discussion of Dr. Daniel’s 
report, Dr. C. Ulysses Moore. distin- 
guished pediatrician and nutrition au- 
thority of Oregon medical school. said 
that he himself might soon be a can- 
didate for a cataract operation but for 
some scratch (skin) tests made on 
him by an allergie minded colleague. 
These tésts showed he is sensitive to 
a number of foods. But although 
he likes tuna fish and beefsteak. he 
Is sure to have conjunctivitis next 


| day if he eats even a little of either, 


and if he continues to eat the of- 
fending foods for three days he de- 
velops a new corneal ulcer. For 10 


| years more than 20 per cent of his 


time was lost because of undiagnosed 
allergy involving the eye. Many oph- 
thalmologists had failed to recognize 
his trouble.

It is of the perennial border |

Since our flower bed is to be per- 
manent it will pay to dig it as much | 
‘as two feet deep, removing the soil 
.and thoroughly mixing it with either | 
green or dry plant material (humus) 
of some kind before putting it back. 
|For the lower foot it does not matter 
‘so much what we use, just so it is | 
some Kind of plant material that will | 
i decay readily, but it is important that | 
it should be used abundantly and that 
it be well mixed with the subsoil. 
Leaves, straw, weeds, lawn clippings, 
any or all will do. 

It is usually advisable in most soils 
ito mix at least half gallon of air- 
'slacked lime in the mixture that fills | 
| the lower foot of every square rod 
of the bed. The soil for the upper 
'foot of such a bed should be handled 
| in the same way, except that the vege- 
| table matter used should be of finer 
texture and should always be incor- 
| porated with the soil that was origi- 
nally on the surface. 

It is always a mistake to so handle 

a bed that the soil that originally lay 
Ce. under the surface is put back on 
top. It is better if well rotted cow 
| manure can be the material mixed 
'with the soil that fills the top foot | 
'of the bed. If the bed is made in the | 
fall one part of manure to three or 
four of soil is none too much to use,

~ $200,000,000. — 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—()— 
The treasury said today it plans to 
reduce its public debt by at least 
$200,000,000 on next March 16 
through the retirement of maturing se- 
curities with proceeds of income tax 
receipts. me 

Undersecretary Coolidge, in making 
the announcement at his press con- 
ference, said various issues of short- 
term bills had been timed to mature 
on March 16 for this purpose. To 
date, approximately $200,000,000 of 
this paper is outstanding, with the 
possibility that more will be issued in 
the interim. 

Coolidge said in view of higher 
earnings being reported by corpora- 
tions, he was confident that next 
March 16, income tax receipts would 
be considerably higher than during the 
same period of this year. 

March 16 is the date on which the 
first quarterly installments on 1935 
incomes are due and payable. 

The treasury’s usual practice, when 
such securities mature, is to issue new 
ones to take their place.
